ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF 2014 OAKLAND A’S 


e Have posted the second best record (278-208 .572 pct.) in the majors over the past three seasons, 
bested only by the Washington Nationals (280-206,.576). 


e Registered three straight winning seasons for the first time since 1999-2006 when they reeled off 
eight straight campaigns over the .500 mark. It’s also the first time the A’s have advanced to the 
postseason three straight seasons since the club appeared in four consecutive playoffs from 2000- 
03. 


e Had six players named to the American League All-Star Team, the team’s most selections in 39 
years. In addition, Jeff Samardzija was named to the National League All-Star Team after being 
traded by the Cubs to Oakland, while the A’s later acquired another 2014 AL All-Star in Boston’s 
Jon Lester at the trade deadline. 


e Completed nine series sweeps, including three-game home sweeps of the Nationals, Angels and 
Astros, a four-game home sweep of the Blue Jays, three-game road sets against the Twins, Rangers, 
Indians and Marlins and a two-game home series against the Giants. 


e Dating back to June of 2012, the A’s reeled off 14 consecutive winning months, the longest in 
Oakland history, the second longest in Athletics franchise history (15, July 1928 to Sept. 1930) and 
the second longest by an American League team in the past 36 years (20, New York, Sept. 1996 to 
April 2000). The club’s skein ended when they posted a 12-17 mark in August. 


e Led the majors with 13 wins when trailing after seven innings and eight victories when trailing 
after eight frames. The 13 comeback wins after seven innings are the most in Oakland history (12 
in 1969). 


e Led the majors in walks (586) and second fewest strikeouts (1104)...finished third in the AL in runs 
scored (729). 


e The A’s pitchers lead the majors with a .290 opponents on-base percentage...that is the lowest by a 
Major League team since 1981 (HOU, .289) and the lowest by an AL team since 1972 (BAL, .282 
and OAK, .284) 


e Tied for playing the most extra-inning games in the majors with 21 and tied for the second most 
extra-inning victories (13). 


e Jon Lester, acquired from Boston on July 31, finished fourth in the American League in ERA 
(2.46). Since June 12, he posted the second-best ERA (1.80) behind Clayton Kershaw (1.32) in all 
of baseball. 


e Closer Sean Doolittle owned the best strikeout-walk ratio (11.13) among Major League relievers 
this year, striking out 89 and walking only eight in 62.2 innings. 


e Sonny Gray was named AL Pitcher of the Month in both April (4-1, 2.06) and July (5-0, 1.03). It 
marked only the third time in Oakland history that a pitcher won the award twice in the same sea- 
son (Barry Zito in 2001 and Dave Stewart in 1990). 


e Adam Dunn ended the regular season with 462 home runs, which ranks tied for 35th with Jose 
Canseco on the all-time Major League list. 


e Brandon Moss hit three grand slams this season, tied for the major league lead. 


e A’s home attendance was up 10.7% in 2014, an improvement of 194,326 fans from last year. In 
all, the A’s drew 2,003,628 fans in 2014, an average of 25,045 per game. That’s the second biggest 
improvement in the majors (Seattle, 15%) and the first time Oakland has drawn two million fans 
since 2005. A’s merchandise sales (through MLB.com/Athletics.com) are up 29% over last season, 
while local TV ratings are up 17% from last year (1.4 vs. 1.2).

Bob Melvin led the A’s to their third consecutive postseason 


appearance in 2014 and has compiled a 325-260 (.556) record MLB BEST RECORDS 
in three-plus seasons as manager of the Oakland A’s after being SINCE JUNE 9, 2011* 
named interim manager, June 9, 2011.

Melvin guided the A’s to an 88-74 record and a Wild Card Oakland 325 260 .556 


appearance in 2014 after back-to-back AL West titles in 2012 
and 2013. He was the first manager to lead the A’s to consecutive 
division titles since Tony La Russa won three straight from 
1988-90. The A’s finished 96-66 in 2013 after logging a 94-68 
record in his first full season in 2012. 

Melvin was named AL Manager of the Year by the 
Baseball Writers Association of America in 2012 after the A’s became the fifth team in Major League 
history to win a Pennant or Division after trailing by 13 or more games and the first to comeback when 
trailing by five or more games with fewer than 10 games remaining. That club employed 19 rookies, 
including 12 pitchers. Melvin became only the second manager in Oakland history (Tony La Russa, 
1988 and 1992) to win the award. he also became only the 14th manager in MLB history to win the 
award at least twice in a career, and just the sixth manager to win the award in both leagues. 

Melvin guided the A’s to a 47-52 (.475) record in 2011 after Oakland started the season 27-36 
(.429). The Bay Area native signed a three-year contract through the 2014 season, Sept. 21, 2011 and 
a two-year extension through 2016, Jan. 14, 2013. He is the 29th manager in franchise history and the 
17th in Oakland history. 

In his previous managerial stint, he guided Arizona to a 337-340 (.498) record in four-plus seasons. 
He was named manager of the D-backs Nov. 5, 2004 and led the club to a 77-85 mark in his first season, 
a 26-game turnaround from a franchise-worst 51-111 mark in 2004. After a 76-86 finish in 2006, Melvin 
was named National League Manager of the Year by the BBWAA in 2007 after guiding Arizona to a 
league-best 90-72 record. He also earned NL Manager of the Year honors from The Sporting News 
and the Negro League Baseball Museum’s C.I. Taylor Legacy Award. The Diamondbacks followed up 
their NL West title with a second-place finish in 2008, finishing 82-80. Melvin became the winningest 
manager in Arizona history that season when he earned his 304th win Aug. 14, surpassing Bob Brenly. 
Melvin was relieved of his duties as D-backs manager May 8, 2009 after a 12-17 start. 

Prior to being named A’s manager, Melvin had rejoined the Diamondbacks as a special baseball 
advisor to President & CEO Derrick Hall in May of 2011, assisting the baseball operations department 
and other business divisions of the organization. He was a professional scout for the New York Mets 
in 2010. 

Melvin began his managerial career in 2003, guiding the Mariners to a 93-69 record in shattering 
the team record for wins by a first-year Mariners manager set by Lou Piniella in 1993 (82-80). His 
93 wins also tied for the 15th-most by any rookie manager in Major League history at the time. The 
Mariners then fell to 63-99 in 2004 and he left Seattle with a 156-168 (.481) record in two seasons. 

Melvin began his coaching career as Manager Phil Garner’s bench coach from 1999-2000, first 
with the Brewers in 1999 and then in 2000 with the Tigers. While with the Brewers, he also managed

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the Maryvale team in the Arizona Fall League in 1999. He was inducted into the AFL Hall of Fame in 
2013. Melvin then served as Bob Brenly’s bench coach with the D-backs from 2001-02 when the club 
won back-to-back NL West titles and the World Series in 2001. Prior to those bench coach roles, he spent 
three seasons with Milwaukee in various capacities, serving as a scout in 1996, roving instructor in 1997 
and as assistant to General Manager Sal Bando in 1998. 

A 10-year Major League veteran, Melvin’s playing career included stops in Detroit (1985), San 
Francisco (1986-88), Baltimore (1989-91), Kansas City (1992), Boston (1993), the New York Yankees 
(1994) and the Chicago White Sox (1994). He posted a .233 batting average with 35 home runs and 
212 RBI while playing in 692 games. The former catcher was drafted by Detroit as its first choice in 
the secondary phase of the 1981 January draft and hit .220 in 41 games in his rookie season of 1985. 
Melvin spent the next three seasons sharing the catching duties with Bob Brenly for the Giants, hitting a 
career-high 11 home runs in 1987. After three seasons in Baltimore, he batted a career-high .314 in 32 
games with Kansas City in 1992. 

Melvin graduated from Menlo-Atherton High School in Menlo Park, Calif. in 1979 and later 
attended and played baseball at the University of California in Berkeley. He and his wife, Kelly, reside 
in Berkeley, Calif. Their daughter, Alexi, is a recent graduate of the prestigious Lee Strasberg Theater 
& Film Institute in New York.

Darren Bush returned for his second season as the A’s bullpen coach, his first assignment on a 
Major League coaching staff. This is Bush’s 10th season in the A’s organization, which includes two 
seasons as a minor league hitting coach and six seasons as a manager. 

Bush compiled a 462-386 (.545) record in six seasons as a manager with Single-A Stockton 
(2007-08), Double-A Midland (2009-10) and Triple-A Sacramento (2011-12). He guided the River 
Cats to back-to-back division titles with a mark of 88-56 in 2011 and 86-58 in 2012. Bush also led 
the RockHounds to playoff appearances in 2009 and 2010, including a Texas League Championship in 
2009. He also skippered Single-A Stockton to the California League Championship in his second year 
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as a manager in 2008. Bush joined the Athletics in 2005 as hitting coach at Stockton and spent two 
seasons in that capacity before taking over as manager for the Ports in 2007. 

Prior to joining the A’s organization, Bush coached in independent leagues. He was the hitting 
coach and Director of Player Personnel with Yuba-Sutter of the Western League in 2002 and then spent 
two seasons as a manager in the Northeast League with Berkshire (41-51 in 2003) and Quebec (58-34 
in 2004). 

A former outfielder, Bush began his playing career with three seasons in the independent Frontier 
League. He played for Zanesville in 1996 and Springfield in 1997-98, hitting .302 with 26 home runs 
and 133 RBI in 224 games. Bush signed with the San Diego Padres organization Dec. 24, 1998 and 
hit .259 with 16 home runs and 114 RBI in 231 games in two seasons at Single-A Rancho Cucamonga 
(1999-2000) and one year at Single-A Clearwater (2001) in the Phillies farm system. He also played 
one game for Triple-A Las Vegas in 2000 and went 2-for-4. He concluded his playing career by hitting 
.417 in seven games for Yuba-Sutter of the Western League in 2002. Bush had a .284 average in 456 
games overall. 

Bush attended Dunedin High School and Valdosta State University. He resides in Dunedin, Fla. 
during the offseason. Bush is married, Rebecca, and has a son, Wyatt.

Charles Theodore Davis 


Named A’s hitting coach, November 26, 2011 
Birthdate: January 17, 1960 


Birthplace/Resides: Kingston, Jamaica / Paradise Valley, Arizona 


Chili Davis, a three-time All-Star and member of three World Series championship teams during 
an illustrious 19-year Major League playing career, returned for his third season as the A’s hitting coach 
in 2014. 

Davis, 54, oversaw an A’s offense that hit 186 home runs in 2013 after belting 195 home runs in 
2012. That was an increase of 81 from 2011, which was the second biggest turnaround in Athletics 
history. He served as the Boston Red Sox’s Triple-A hitting coach with Pawtucket in 2011. 

Originally selected in the 11th round of the 1977 draft by the San Francisco Giants, he became the 
first Jamaica-born player to play in the majors in 1981. Considered one of the greatest switch-hitters 
in baseball history, Davis batted .274 with 350 home runs, 1,372 RBI, 1,240 runs scored and a .451 
slugging percentage in 2,436 big league games with the Giants (1981-87), California Angels (1988-90, 
1993-96), Minnesota Twins (1991-92), Kansas City Royals (1997) and New York Yankees (1998-99). 

He finished fourth in the National League Rookie of the Year balloting in 1982 after hitting .261 
with 19 homers, 76 RBI and 24 stolen bases for San Francisco. Davis, a native of Kingston, Jamaica and 
graduate of Dorsey High School in Los Angeles, hit 20 or more home runs in 10 different seasons as an 
outfielder-designated hitter. He earned All-Star recognition with the Giants in 1984 and 1986, and with 
the Angels in 1994. Davis served as Bob Melvin’s teammate with San Francisco in 1986-87, including 
the °87 club that won the NL West division crown. 

Davis later played roles on three World Series championship teams—the 1991 Twins, and both the 
1998 and 1999 Yankees. He batted .277 with 29 home runs and 93 RBI on that Minnesota title team, 
while hitting .279 with 30 homers and 90 RBI with Kansas City in 1997. His best RBI season came 
in 1993 with California, when he drove in 112 runs and hit 27 round-trippers. On the all-time switch- 
hitters list, he continues to rank among the Top 10 leaders in home runs (350, 5th), RBI (1,372, 6th) and 
walks (1,194, 8th). 

After enjoying back-to-back World Series championships with the Yankees, Davis retired after the 
1999 season. He entered his coaching career four years later, serving as hitting coach for the Australian 
National Team in 2003-04. He was hired by the Los Angeles Dodgers as a part-time instructor in the fall 
instructional league in 2010 before being named Pawtucket’s hitting coach in 2011. Boston’s Triple-A 
affiliate ranked among the International League leaders in on-base percentage (.335, third), runs scored 
(657, third), home runs (132, fifth) and slugging percentage (.401, sixth) in 2011.

Mike Gallego completed his sixth season as the A’s third base coach in 2014. It was his 18th 
season in the Oakland organization, which includes 12 years as a player. 

Gallego joined the A’s from the Colorado Rockies organization, where he spent nine seasons, 
including four as third base and infield coach on Clint Hurdle’s Major League staff. His stay included 
a storybook 2007 season when they won the National League pennant. Under his tutelage, the Rockies 
set a Major League record for fielding percentage with a mark of .98925 in 2007. Shortstop Troy 
Tulowitzki led Major League shortstops with a .987 fielding percentage that year and Todd Helton 
topped all National League first baseman with a .999 fielding percentage. Gallego joined the Rockies 
organization as a roving infield coordinator in 2000, a position he held until joining the major league 
coaching staff May 1, 2002. He returned to his minor league duties in 2003-04, before rejoining the 
major league staff in 2005. Gallego launched his coaching career as Boston’s minor league infield 
instructor in 1999. 

Gallego’s professional career began when the A’s drafted him in the second round of the 1981 
June draft out of UCLA. He made his major league debut with Oakland in 1985, spending 13 seasons 
in the majors with Oakland (1985-91, 95), the New York Yankees (1992-94) and St. Louis Cardinals 
(1996-97). He was a .239 career hitter with 42 home runs and 282 RBI in 1111 games, including .232 
in 772 games with the A’s. A valuable utility infielder, he played in three straight postseasons with 
Oakland from 1988-90 and was a member of the 1989 World Champion A’s. In 1993, he won the Good 
Guy Award from the New York Press Photographer’s Association and New York Baseball Writers after 
enjoying his best season, batting .283 with 10 home runs and 54 RBI. 

A native of Whittier, Calif., Gallego graduated from St. Paul High School (Santa Fe Springs, 
Calif.) and attended UCLA for three years before being drafted by the A’s. He and his wife, Caryn, have 
twin sons, Nicholas and Joseph (12/29/88) and a daughter, Allison (12/12/90). Nicholas played in the 
farm systems of Arizona (2010-12) and Colorado (2013). He and his family reside in Phoenix, Ariz.

Chip Hale completed his third season on Bob Melvin’s staff as the A’s bench coach. He served as 
the New York Mets’ third base and infield coach the previous two seasons. 
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A San Jose, Calif. native who attended Campolindo High School in nearby Moraga, Hale previously 
worked under Melvin as third base and infield coach with the Arizona Diamondbacks from 2007-09. 
During that stint, he played a prominent role on Arizona’s 2007 club which posted a 90-72 record and 
captured the National League West Division championship. He also spent the first month of the 2006 
season as third base coach for the Diamondbacks until Carlos Tosca recovered from a broken foot. 

A former Major League player, William (Chip) Hale III enjoyed six seasons as a minor league 
manager in the Arizona organization before joining Melvin. He steered the Triple-A Tucson Sidewinders 
to the Pacific Coast League and Triple-A titles in 2006 with a franchise-best 91-53 mark. His 233 wins 
and .540 winning percentage as Tucson’s manager from 2004-06 are also all-time franchise records. 

In 2002, Hale managed El Paso (AA) to the Texas League championship with a 76-62 mark. 

He also led Rookie-League Missoula to a 44-32 mark in 2000 and to the Northern Division’s 
second-half championship in 2001. Hale was named the Pioneer League and Baseball America’s 
Rookie-Level Manager of the Year in 2001. 

Hale also served as an auxiliary coach with USA Baseball in Tucson in 1999, working with both 
the national team and the Intercontinental Cup teams. 

Selected in the 17th round of the 1987 draft by Minnesota, Hale spent portions of seven seasons 
as a player in the big leagues with the Twins (1989-90, 1993-96) and the Los Angeles Dodgers (1997). 
He was a .277 lifetime hitter with seven home runs and 78 RBI in 333 games, playing five different 
positions as well as designated hitter, and registering a .289 (52-for-180) average as a pinch hitter. 

While at the University of Arizona (1984-87), he started every game of his collegiate career in 
setting a record that would not be broken until 2001. Hale established school career marks for most hits 
and walks, and batted .345 for the 1986 Wildcat team that won the College World Series. 

Hale and his wife, Judith, have three children—Jack, Edward and Sabrina. They live in Tucson, 
Ariz.

Ariel Prieto returned for his third season on the A’s coaching staff. It is his 11th season with the 
A’s organization, which includes six years as a player. 

Prieto began his coaching career as a pitching coach with the A’s Arizona Rookie League affiliate 
in 2009. He spent three seasons there and was slated to spend 2012 with Single-A Vermont of the short 
season New York-Penn League. Prieto was added to the A’s Major League coaching staff after the 
signing of Yoenis Céspedes. 

A former A’s first round draft selection in 1995, Prieto was selected by the A’s with the fifth overall 
pick in the June draft after arriving from Cuba in April. He spent five seasons with Oakland from 
1995-2000 and was 15-24 with a 4.88 ERA in 67 games, including 60 starts. The right-hander was the 
A’s Opening Night starter in 1997 and made a career-high 22 starts. His six wins that year matched his 
career-high from the previous season and were the most by an A’s starter. Prieto made just two starts 
in 1998 and missed the 1999 season after undergoing “Tommy John” surgery. He returned to pitch in 
in eight games in 2000 and finished his Major League career with three relief appearances with Tampa 
Bay in 2001. From 2003-05, Prieto played in the minor leagues in the Pittsburgh, Detroit and Florida 
organizations. He was with a winter league team in Mexico in 2006. 
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Prieto is a graduate of Fajardo University in Isle of Pines, Cuba. He was a member of the Cuban 
National team from 1990-94, where he set the national team record for strikeouts in one game when he 
fanned 20 at Nicaragua in 1990. Prieto was undefeated in international play with a record of 11-0. 

A native of Havana, Cuba, Prieto makes his offseason home in Miami, Fla. with his wife, Janet, 
and daughters, Ariel and Melanea.

Tye Waller returned for his eighth season on the A’s coaching staff, including his fourth consecutive 
season as first base coach. He joined the A’s in 2007 as first base coach and split the 2008 season 
between first base and third base. Waller served as Bob Geren’s bench coach in 2009 and 2010 before 
returning to the first base coaches box in 2011. This is Waller’s 10th season on a major league staff, as 
he was San Diego’s bullpen coach in 1995 and first base coach in 2006. 

Waller spent 19 years in the Padres organization, beginning in 1988 as a coach with the Padres 
rookie-level club in Spokane, Wash. He then served as the club’s minor league outfield and base running 
instructor from 1989-93 before taking over the managerial duties at Spokane for the 1994 season. 
Following his one-year stint on the major league staff in 1995, Waller served as San Diego’s coordinator 
of minor league instruction from 1997-99 and as director of player development from 2000-05. 

Selected by the St. Louis Cardinals in the fourth round of the 1977 First-Year Player Draft, Waller 
played 11 seasons professionally, including parts of four seasons in the majors. In his first season of 
professional ball, he batted .320 for Calgary and led the Pioneer League in hits, runs and RBI on his way 
to league MVP honors. He made his major league debut with the Cardinals in 1980, appearing in five 
games for the Redbirds. He was traded to the Chicago Cubs in the off-season to complete a deal that 
sent Leon Durham and Ken Reitz to the Cubs for Bruce Sutter. He appeared in 30 games for the Cubs in 
1981, finishing the season batting .268 with three home runs and 13 RBI. Waller was traded to the White 
Sox in December of 1982 and signed a free agent contract with the Astros in 1983. He appeared in 11 
games for the Astros in 1987, his last season of professional ball. 

A native of Fresno, Calif., Waller graduated from Hoover High School and attended San Diego 
City College for two years. Tye makes his off-season home in San Diego with his wife, Cynthia. The 
couple has four children—Elliott and triplets Todd, Terrence and Tiffany.

Curt Young returned for his third season of his second stint as A’s pitching coach. He was 
originally appointed to the position Dec. 2, 2003 and spent seven seasons with the A’s before joining 
the Boston Red Sox as their pitching coach in 2011. The 2014 season marks Young’s 30th year in the 
Oakland organization, which includes 12 years as a player, eight years as a minor league coach and 10 
years as the major league pitching coach. 

Under Young’s guidance, the A’s have finished second in the American League in ERA in each of 
the last three seasons. The 2014 club posted a 3.22 ERA, which was seventh lowest in Oakland history 
and the lowest since 1990 (3.18). The A’s now have a 3.42 ERA over the last three years, which is the 
lowest in the AL and fourth lowest in the majors. During his tenure as coach from 2004-10, Oakland 
pitchers posted an AL-best 4.03 ERA and held opponents to an AL-low .257 average while allowing the 
fewest home runs (1,062) in the league. His 2010 staff led the AL with a 3.56 ERA and 17 shutouts, 
while A’s starters registered a Major League-best 3.47 ERA, the lowest such mark in the AL at the 
time since the 1990 Red Sox (3.32). In 2011, Boston pitchers ranked third in the American League in 
strikeouts (1,213) and opponent batting average (.247) and tied for fourth in shutouts (13). 

During Young’s tenure as Oakland pitching coach, 12 A’s pitchers—Mark Mulder (2004), Tim 
Hudson (2004), Justin Duchscherer (2005, 2008), Barry Zito (2006), Dan Haren (2007), Andrew Bailey 
(2009), Trevor Cahill (2010), Ryan Cook (2012), Bartolo Colon (2013), Grant Balfour (2013), Sean 
Doolittle (2014) and Scott Kazmir (2014)—have been selected to the American League All-Star team, 
with Mulder and Haren earning starts in the Midsummer Classic. Closers Huston Street (2005) and 
Bailey (2009) also earned AL Rookie of the Year honors. 

Young began his coaching career in 1996 with the A’s affiliate in the Arizona Rookie League. 
He spent three seasons in Scottsdale before he was named pitching coach at Single-A Visalia in 1999. 
Young spent the next three years as the pitching coach at Double-A Midland. His first Midland staff 
compiled a 4.60 ERA, which was the lowest figure posted by the club in 15 years. His 2001 staff bettered 
the previous year’s figure by 20 points, finishing with a 4.40 ERA, and in 2002 the RockHounds finished 
with a 3.88 ERA. Young was promoted to Triple-A Sacramento for the 2003 season and the River Cats 
posted the fourth best ERA in the Pacific Coast League (3.90) en route to the PCL Championship. 

Young compiled a 69-53 record and a 4.31 ERA in 251 games, 162 starts, in an 11-year Major 
League pitching career that included stints with Oakland (1983-91, 93), Kansas City (1992) and the New 
York Yankees (1992). He was originally drafted by the A’s in the fourth round of the 1981 June draft, 
making his major league debut in 1983. The left-hander went 13-9 with a 3.45 ERA in 1986, leading 
the team in victories and earning him an Opening Day start in 1987. He matched his career best in wins 
in 1987, posting a 13-7 record and a 4.08 ERA in a career-high 31 starts. Young was also a member of 
the A’s starting rotation when they won three consecutive American League pennants from 1988-90. 
He tossed two one-hitters during his career: Oct. 5, 1986 against Kansas City and June 9, 1987 against 
Chicago. 

Young graduated from Arthur Hill High School in Saginaw, Mich., where he also starred as a 
quarterback, and attended Central Michigan University. In 1980, he pitched for the United States team 
in the World Amateur Baseball Tournament in Japan. Curt makes his offseason home in Scottsdale, Ariz. 
with his wife, Kathy, and their two sons (Daniel and Jamie) and daughter (Shannon).

2014 HIGHLIGHTS 

Was acquired by the A’s from Boston at the trading deadline and hit .234 with one double and five RBI 
in 34 games with Oakland. ..batted .234 with six home runs and 32 RBI in 78 games with the Red Sox 
and hit .234 in 112 games overall...batted .276 (47-for-170) against left-handed pitching compared to 
.165 (17-for-103) against right-handers...his career splits are .277 (350-for-1265) against lefties, .222 
(437-for-1966) against righties...went 6-for-26 (.231) with two home runs, seven RBI, eight walks and 
10 strikeouts as a pinch hitter...led American League pinch hitters and tied for second in the majors 
in walks...the eight pinch walks match the most in the AL over the last 26 years...also led AL pinch 
hitters in times on base (14), tied for lead in RBI, go-ahead RBI (2) and sacrifice flies (2), ranked 
second in plate appearances (36) and strikeouts, tied for second in home runs and third in hits...is

Spent the entire season in the starting rotation in his first full season with the A’s and went 14-10 with a 
3.08 ERA in 33 starts...tied for second in the American League in shutouts (2), ranked fifth in opponents 
batting average (.232) and slugging percentage (.327), tied for sixth in complete games (2), seventh in 
innings pitched (219.0), eighth in ERA, tied for eighth in games started and ninth in strikeouts (183)... 
led the A’s in strikeouts, games started, innings pitched, losses, hits (187), runs (84) and walks (74) and 
tied for the lead in earned runs (75)...his 183 strikeouts were the 10th highest single season total in

starting pitcher in Oakland history (Blue, Hunter, Cahill, Odom)...extended his scoreless streak to a 
career-high 14.0 innings in a 6-3 win over Seattle April 6...had another 14.0-inning scoreless streak 
from April 23 to May 4...went 3-0 with a 1.80 ERA over his first four starts before being charged with

(397)...had four different pitchers appear in 60 or more games, which matches the most in Athletics 
history (1997, 2009, 2013). 


DEFENSIVE DOINGS: The A’s committed 111 errors, which was second most in the majors (Cleve- 
land, 116)...had a .982 fielding percentage, which was third lowest in the AL...the errors led to 48 
unearned runs, which was sixth fewest in the AL and tied for third fewest in Oakland history in a non- 
strike season...had 1633 assists, which was third most in the AL, after setting a Major League record for 
fewest assists in a season in 2013 (1377)...turned 150 double plays, which ranked seventh in the AL... 
A’s outfielders had 35 assists, which ranked third in the AL...the A’s were 43-33 when going errorless, 
45-41 when making one or more error. 


ON THE BASES: The A’s were successful in 80.6% (83-of-103) stolen bases attempts, which was the 
third highest percentage in the American League. ..it fell just short of the Oakland record of 80.7% set in 
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2008... however, opponents were successful in 100-of-128 (78.1%) stolen base attempts, which was also 
third highest in the AL...the A’s offense tied for fourth in the AL in steals of third (16). 


HOME AND AWAY: The A’s compiled a 48-33 (.593) record at home compared to 40-41 (.494) on the 
road...tied for the third best home record in the American League and had the eighth best road record... 
posted a winning record at home for the fifth consecutive season but had a losing record on the road 
for the first time since 2011...this marks just the second time in Athletics history the A’s reached the 
postseason with a losing record on the road (39-42 in 2003)...started the year 18-6 (.750) on the road 
but then went 22-35 (.386) over their final 57 road games...batted .255 in Oakland compared to .234 on 
the road...the road batting average was second lowest in the AL and second lowest in Oakland history 
(.230 in 1968)...had the fourth lowest road on-base percentage in Oakland history (.304) and fifth lowest 
slugging percentage (.365)...ranked second in the AL in runs scored at home (376) and were seventh in 
batting...posted a 3.17 ERA in Oakland compared to 3.28 on the road, both of which ranked second in 
the AL...the road ERA was fifth lowest in Oakland history and the lowest since 1989 (3.12)...had the 
lowest road opponents on-base percentage in Oakland history (.294), the second lowest batting average 
(.235) and sixth lowest slugging percentage (.364)...set an Oakland record with 629 road strikeouts and 
615 home strikeouts...had just 15 saves on the road, which were the fewest by an A’s team in a non- 
strike season since 1986 (13)...won 16 home series, lost eight and split two...won 12 road series, lost 
10 and split four. 


CLOSE CALLS: The A’s went 21-28 (.429) A’S 2014 WALK-OFF WINS 
in one-run games, which tied for the third

set an Oakland record for wins when trailing after seven innings, breaking the previous mark of 12 in 
1969...had the second most wins in Oakland history when trailing after eight innings (10 in 1971)... 
however, tied for second in the majors in losses when leading after seven innings (9) and eight innings 
(7)...the losses when leading after eight innings matched the second most in Oakland history (9 in 
1980)...went 24-18 in games decided in the last at bat...the wins tied the 1988 A’s for second most in 
Oakland history (26 in 2004)...tied Miami for the most last at bat wins in the majors and ranked third 
in games decided in the winning team’s last at bat...had 10 walk-off wins, which tied for second in the 
AL...had a 13-8 (.619) record in extra inning games...the wins and games (21) both fell one short of 
the Oakland record...had 14 wins in 1988 and 22 games in 1969 and 1976...tied for the ML lead in 
extra inning games and tied for second in wins...the A’s largest deficit overcome to win a game came 
on June 4 at New York (AL)...trailed 4-0 after three innings but came back to win 7-4...the largest lead 
in a game they would go on to lose was three on April 16 at Los Angeles (AL) and June 30 at Detroit.

THE DISABLED LIST: The A’s used the disabled list 18 times after using it 13 times in 2013...began 
the season with seven players on the DL, used it just six times from Opening Day through July 27, and 
then added five players over a 28-day span from July 28 through August 24...A’s players combined to 
miss 823 games while on the DL, an average of 45.7 games per stint...A.J. Griffin and Jarrod Parker 
missed the entire season (both Tommy John surgery) and Kyle Blanks (86 games) and Eric O’Flaherty 
(82 games) missed over half the season...Ryan Cook, Craig Gentry and Josh Reddick each had two 
stints on the DL...had a season-high seven players on the DL from March 31 to April 6 and August 24 to 
31...the season low was three players on July 27...have not had fewer than two players on the DL since 
the end of the 2006 season when they had just one. 
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MONTH BY MONTH: The A’s posted a winning record in each of the first four months of the season 
to extend their streak of consecutive winning months to 14...that was the longest streak in Oakland 
history and second longest in Athletics history to a 15-month streak from July 1928 to Sept. 1930...it 
was the second longest streak by an American League team over the last 36 years (20, New York, Sept. 
1996-April 2000)...then went 12-17 in August, which was the A’s first losing month since May 2012 
(11-16)...went an AL best 18-9 (.667) in April to tie the franchise record for wins in the month of April 
(1981, 1989)...it was the seventh best April winning percentage in Oakland history and the best since 
1990 (14-5, .737)...also led the AL with a 2.81 ERA...had two four-game winners in April (Gray and 
Kazmir) for the third time in Oakland history (Norris and Keough in 1981, Mulder and Zito in 2003)... 
the pitching staff finished the month with 220 strikeouts, setting the franchise record for strikeouts in 
April...had a .279 opponents on-base percentage, which was their lowest in April since 1981 (.261)... 
the offense had the second best April totals in Oakland history in runs (148), hits (254) and walks (tie, 
126)...went 16-12 in May for the second consecutive season...led the AL with a 3.08 ERA, which was 
the sixth lowest May ERA in Oakland history and the lowest since 1990 (2.43)...had five shutouts, 
which were the A’s most in May since 1931...posted the best record in the majors in June with a mark of 
17-9 (.654)...tied for the AL lead with 10 saves while the offense ranked first with 132 runs scored. ..the 
pitching staff notched 210 strikeouts to set an Oakland record for the month of June and were the most 
by an A’s team since at least 1914...compiled a 15-10 record in July for the second consecutive season... 
after leading the AL in walks in April (126) and May (118), the A’s offense walked just 67 times in 
July...that was third fewest in July in Oakland history and was the fewest since the A’s walked 60 times 
in July, 1987...it matched the fewest walks by an A’s team in any month over the last 27 years (min. 12 
games)...also walked 67 times in June, 2010...were 12-17 in August and batted just .223, which was 
second lowest in the majors (New York-NL, .216)...led the AL in walks (99) but had the fourth fewest 
runs scored (103)...then went 10-16 in September, which was the worst record in the AL, fourth worst 
in the majors and tied for eighth worst in Oakland history...it was the A’s worst record in any month 
since going 9-17 in June, 2011...ranked third in the AL in September ERA (2.85) and fourth in strikeouts 
(221)...the strikeouts were the third best single-month total in Oakland history (246 in Sept. 2013; 223 
in Aug. 2007)...saved just two games, which were the A’s fewest in a month of 10 or more games since 
September, 1995 (2)...however, the offense had the second fewest home runs (12) in the AL, the third 
lowest batting average (.228) and the fifth fewest runs scored (91)...the home runs and .316 slugging 
percentage were the lowest in Oakland history in September. 


ALL-STARS: The A’s had six players named to the American League All-Star team (Céspedes, Don- 
aldson, Doolittle, Kazmir, Moss and Norris) and one named to the National League All-Star team (Sa- 
mardzija)...later swapped All-Stars with Boston at the trading deadline when they acquired Lester and 
sent Céspedes to Boston...the six All-Stars were the most of any team in 2014 and are the A’s most since 
they had an Athletics record seven in 1975...had six players appear in the game, matching the most in 
Athletics history (1973 and 1975)...2014 marked the first time since 2003 the A’s sent a non-pitcher to 
the All-Star Game (Hernandez)...had four non-pitchers for the first time since 1991...had two players 
participating in the Home Run Derby (Céspedes and Donaldson) for the second time (Canseco and 
McGwire in 1990). 


IN THE PINCH: A’s pinch hitters batted .205 (32-for-156) with eight doubles, three home runs, 22 RBI 
and 25 walks...the walks were the most by an American League team since Minnesota had 27 in 2000... 
also led the AL in doubles, ranked second in hits, extra base hits (11) and plate appearances (186), tied 
for second in home runs, third in RBI and strikeouts (35) and had the fifth lowest batting average... 
the eight doubles matched the most by an Oakland team in the designated hitter era (1983, 1999) and 
fell one short of the Oakland record of nine set in 1972...the 25 walks and 186 plate appearances were 
second most in the DH era and the 11 extra base hits tied for second...had 26 walks and 195 plate ap- 
pearances in 1997 and 12 extra base hits in 1978...the extra base hits tied for fourth in Oakland history 
and the plate appearances ranked sixth...the 32 hits were the most since 1998 (35) and the 22 RBI were 
the most since 1999 (22)...hit .264 with three home runs and 15 RBI over the first 81 games, .155 with 
no home runs and seven RBI over the last 81 games...A’s pinch hitters now have 17 home runs and 89 
RBI over the last five years...the home runs are tied with Boston for the most in the AL over that span 
and the RBI rank second to Tampa Bay (101). 
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DESIGNATED HITTERS: A’s designated hitters batted .215 with 15 home runs and 73 RBI...had the 
second lowest batting average in the American League and the third lowest on-base percentage (.294) 
and slugging percentage (.343)...the batting average was second lowest in Oakland history (.203 in 
1987), the slugging percentage was third lowest and the on-base percentage was fourth lowest...tied 
for second in the AL in triples (3) but tied for the second fewest home runs, had the third fewest extra 
base hits (43) and tied for the third fewest doubles (25)...ranked second in hit by pitches (12)...Alberto 
Callaspo led the A’s with 34 starts at designated hitter, the third consecutive season the A’s did not have 
a DH with at least 50 starts...John Jaso made 32 starts and Adam Dunn was third with 17...Brandon 
Moss led the A’s with four home runs, Callaspo topped the club with 15 RBI and Yoenis Céspedes had 
the best batting average (.273). 


INTERLEAGUE PLAY: The A’s finished inteleagge plQy (Qa

walks (44) and had the sixth most strikeouts (172)...the strike- 

outs were the most ever by an A’s team against the NL...are now 180-144 (.556) all-time in interleague 
play, which is fifth best in Major League history. 


WINS AND LOSSES: The A’s were 40-7 (.851) when out-homering the opposition, which was the best 
record in the majors...had a 57-19 (.750) record when scoring first, which was the second best record in 
the American League...were 31-55 (.360) when the opponent scored first... went 64-49 (.566) in games 
started by a right-handed pitcher, 24-25 (.490) in games started by left-handers...had a 27-25 record in 
the first game of a series, 27-25 in the last game and were 34-24 in between...were 17-9 on Sunday, 
which was the best record in the AL...went 32-20 on Saturday and Sunday, 56-54 from Monday through 
Friday...had a 71-18 record when scoring four or more runs, 17-56 when scoring three runs or fewer... 
compiled their best record against Minnesota (6-1)...lost the season series to three of the other four AL 
playoff teams (2-5 vs. Detroit, 2-5 vs. Kansas City, 9-10 vs. Los Angeles)... however, won the season se- 
ries from the two National League playoff teams they faced (3-0 vs. Washington, 3-1 vs. San Francisco). 


THIS AND THAT: The A’s outscored the opposition 729-572 and had the best run differential in the 
majors (+157) ahead of Los Angeles-AL (+143)...the A’s became the third team since the Wild Card 
began in 1995 to lead the majors in run differential and not win their division...the other two, Anaheim 
(2002) and New York-AL (2010), were also Wild Cards...the run differential was fourth best in Oakland 
history (+239 in 2001, +180 in 1988, +163 in 1990)...the A’s used just two rookies in 2014 (Bryan An- 
derson, Billy Burns) and neither was a pitcher...Oakland became the first team since the 1981 Toronto 
Blue Jays to go an entire season without a rookie pitcher... Anderson and Burns combined for 14 games 
played and seven at bats...the A’s played the first 104 games without a rookie, which was the longest 
single-season streak in Athletics history...it was the longest season-opening streak by a Major League 
team since the 1971 Baltimore Orioles went the first 152 games (source: Elias)...the A’s used 45 players, 
which was one more than their season total of last year...A’s manager Bob Melvin used just 26 replay 
challenges, which was the fewest in the majors...was successful in 14 of the challenges, or 53.0%... 
made nine challenges over the first 31 games but just 17 over the final 131 contests...the A’s average 
time of game was 3 hours and 5.19 minutes, which was second longest in Oakland history to 2000 (3 
hours, 8.47 minutes)... however, it was fourth quickest in the American League in 2014. 


ATTENDANCE: The A’s drew 2,003,628 fans in 2014, which ranked 10th in the American League...it 
marked the first time the A’s reached 2,000,000 since 2005 when they had 2,109,118...it was an increase 
of 194,326 over 2013, marking the fifth consecutive season the A’s have increased their attendance...had 
16 sellouts...drew 2,329,345 on the road, which ranked seventh in the AL.
